Consideration for the 
feelings of another may be our excuse 
when deep down we dare not face the 
consequences of what we know to be 
right. “The Heart is deceitful above 
all things,’’? and self-deceit is so 
common as to be almost universal. 


Which of us can be. sure that our 


motives are what we wish them to be 
or even believe them to be ? 


} But fear, conscious or subconsciou. 
is not conducive to good sound ‘works 
It saps the strength all the time. Our 
Lord sought to bring men into that 
relationship with God in which fear 
would vanish. He died that He 
might “deliver them who through fear 
of death (or maybe of other things 
too) were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage.’

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MESSAGE OF THE FIRST ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE NATIONAL 
CHRISTIAN COUNCIL

Since the appointment of the N. C. 
C. by the National Christian Confer- 
‘ ence last year, due to the guidance of 
God and the leadership of the Holy 
Ghost, and the generous assistance of 
Christians throughout China, it has 
passed the first year of its history. 
According. to the Constitution, the 
first. annual meeting of the whole 
Council was held between May 10th 
and 16th in Shanghai. 


At the annual meeting 38 Chinese 
and 27 foreign members were present, 
making a total of 65, which is just over 
two-thirds of the whole membership 
of the Council. 


During the seven days of the annua 
meeting there was ample time for quie 
and .unhurried discussion and _ fo 
careful study of the program for the 
ensuing year. The spirit of unity 
which grew out of this discussion was 
very manifest and we realized a deep 
sense of dependence upon God. In 
this annual meeting everyone felt that 
the work of cooperation had uplifted 
all as if they had ascended the 
~ynountain and seen for themselves 
the transfiguration of Christ. At the 
same time all felt that they~ must 
descend and proelaim the message 
which they had together received from 
God for the churches in China. 
Therefore the Council appointed a 
special committee to. draft the follow- 
ing message: 


The Functions of the N. C. C. 


According to the Constitution of the 
Council there are thirteen items, but 
for this year the Council deems 
it necessary to limit their activities 
to only the following five : 


First—the N.C.C. is to encourage 
all the Christian churches in China 
to emphasize the work of deepening 
their spiritual fellowship. 


Second—the N.C.C. should establish 
a central bureau of information for 


collecting all reports; of the work 


‘accomplished in different Christian 


centres, and all new ideas for carrying 
further our work for Christ. 
central bureau of information will thus 
serve as a clearing house of new 
thoughts and experiences. 


Third—the N.C. C. should establish 
a special department in which inten- 
sive study of church problems will be 
made, and such original thinking made 
available for all the churches. 


Fourth—the N.C.C. should promote 
the indigenous church and help its 
development, and should -take definite 
steps toward helping the Chinese 
church to make its valuable contribu- 
tion to the church universal. 


Fifth—the N. C.C. should represent 
all the Christian churches in expres- 


sing the common Christian witness on 


great national questions. 


Among the five, particular emphasis 
is put on the first, —namely, that the 
N. C. C. should give its primary 
attention. to the spiritual side of the 
work. It is gofbrally acknowledged 
that the Church has been in many 
ways drifting with world currents and 
that it has emphasized quantity rather 
than quality. To be frank and to 
speak from the bottom of our hearts, 
may we not say that it is because we 
have been depending on 
Organization and individuals than 


upon the Spirit of Christ ? Moreover, 


this lack of the Spirit of Christ is not 
limited to one place or to one phase of 
Christian work. As. we lift up our 
eyes to see the general condition of 
the church, may we not say that there 
has been a general spiritual famine ? 
We, the Council members, come before 
God to make our sincere confession for 
these grievous conditions in the church. 


At the same time we resolve that, to 


meet the need, the supreme work of 
the Council for this year must be 
directed toward the deepening of the 
spiritual life of the Church. 


The Immediate Task of the 


Couneil. 


If the Council has been in these 
decisions led by the spirit of Christ, 
what'should be the next step in putting 


- this spirit into practice’? According to 


the memoranda of our secretariat there 
are five concrete -suggestions for 
carrying out the immediate task for 


this year. These su estions have 
been given the em approval of 
the whole Council and we have decided 
to take the following program as the 
immediate task of the Council for this 
year: 


First, the Council has appointed a 
special committee, to act with the 
secretaries specially invited 
members to visit the larger centres 
where they will hold retreats and 
small conferences. In these retreats 
and small conferences we hope that 
the dilferent smaller organizations will 
be brought into closer cooperation and 
that individual Christians will be 
helped to deepen their own spiritual 
life. Moreover, we seek for a general 
revival of the Christian schools, 
hospitals, Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A. and al] 
other Christian organizations, so that 
the real power of Christ may reach 
every individual, and all the above 
departments of work may be enthused 
with an earnest desire and given fresh 
power to proclaim the gospel through- 
oul, the country. 


Second, the Council has appointed 
a special committee which will serve 
society in general and especially in 
connection with the industrial problem 
along the following four lines :— 


1. Visits by the Secretaries of the 
Council in order to study the actual 
living conditions of the great popula- 
tions in the rural districts, in’ the 
hope that after such studies there may 
be an effort for intensive evangelization 
in the rural districts. 


2. The provision of practical means 
to stop evils which have been brought 
into China. by the new industrial 
system, and to create a Christian 
sentiment in the labour world. 


3. The endeavor to build Christian 
homes on the foundation of loyalty 
and love in Christ. 


4. The mobilization of all the forces. 


in China to fight against. the return 
of the opium evil, cooperating with 
international forces and organizations 
in order to stop the import of all opium 
and narcotic drugs into China, and 
their growth in the country.

relations of the Council have all been 
carefully discussed in the annual meet- 
ing and over fifty resolutions have been 
passed. We are deeply aware of the 
fact that all this can be actually carried 


‘out only by the joint efforts and the 


generous support of all the churches 
in China. 

In conclusion, a few things must b® 
said about the conditions prevailin® 
at the annual meeting. First, befor® 
the annual meeting was called many 
members of the Council, the different 
committees, the secretaries, and other 
friends, did not see their way clearly 
as to the steps which must be taken 
by the Council. Therefore, a cloud of 
doubt and misunderstanding was 
covering the annual meeting when the 
members assembled here in Shanghai. 


- But as the different sessions of the 


annual meeting proceeded, it was due 
to the open and frank discussions of 
the members and the guidance of God’s 
hand that the atmosphere of suspicion 
passed and perfect understanding 
appeared like the clear sky. The grace 
of God was like the shining of the sun 
over the whole annual meeting. This 


~ 4s certainly what we must bear witness 


to among all the churches with 
thanksgiving to God. 


Second, in most df the preceding 
conferences of this kind the general 
discussion was so largely carried on by 
foreigners that very few Chinese would 
speak, Not. only were the Chinese 
members more numerous than the 


_ foreign but the Chinese had the fullest 


opportunity to express themselves and 
to decide things according to their own 
experience. This is again the message 
that we must bring to all the churches 
in China. 


Third, the most significant thing 


which challenges the deeper thought 
_ Of both foreign missionaries and the 
_ Chinese Christians is that the Church 


in China has arrived at the time when 
devolution of mission responsibility 
must be gradually carried out and a 


deeper sense of responsibility on the 


part of the Chinese Church must be 
awakened. Out question is, what 
actually should the Chinese Church 
do at this critical time? Therefore, we 
beseech all our fellow Christians to 
respond to our closing appeal. All that 
the Council can do this year is merely 
to give new assistance to all the 


‘help. Will yo 
Council and its Wérk in your daily 
prayers, that we all may be strengthen-

WORLD CONFERENCE ON FAITH 
AND ORDER. 


To many of our readers it will be 
known that plans have now been made 
for the holding of this conference at 
Washington, D.C., U.S.A., in May 1925. 
Correspondence with the General 
Secretary, Robert H. Gardiner, 174 
Water Street, Gardiner, Maine, U.S.A., 
led to the suggestion adopted by the 
National Christian Council at its 
meeting in May. The Council has no 
official relation to the World Conference 
Movement and is not constituted to 
deal with matters of faith and order 
on which the various Churches in 
China are not as" yet in agreement. 
What it can do is to stimulate thought 


on such questions. Apparently only 


one Chinese Church has constituted 
a commission to prepare for the 
Conference. Others may be thinking of 
doing so. Whether such commission 
be formed or not thought may well be 
given to the problems the conference 
is to face. Questions prepared for this 
purpose were sent out from a pre- 
liminary meeting held in Geneva in 
August 1920. The National Christian 
Council feels that these questions 
should have wide publicity in China 
and that their discussion may be a 
useful prepgration for the consider- 
ation of our problems as they 
arise. They are therefore reprinted 
by order of the National Christian 
Council for such use as the Churches 
may wish to make of them.

Dear Brethren in Christ : 


It is the privilege of this National 


Christian Council to make it known to

our annual meeting the problems of 
opium and militarism were discussed.

The first 
three days’ program has _ been 
prepared for Christians so that they 
may be led to see more clearly the 
grave situation in China and their 
own responsibility to the nation. The 
fourth day being Republic Day, the 
program is especially prepared for 
beth Christians and non-Christians, 
that all may come together to consider 
this critical time in the life of the 
country and to realize their united 
responsibility. 


The program and topics of prayer are 
arranged as follows: They are subject 
to local changes according to the varied 
conditions of the different churches.

It felt that on account of 
the vastness of the field covered it 
would be more effective to sub-divide 
the committee into different commis- 
sions. Therofore, it was decided to 
departmentalize the work under the 
following commissions: (1) Commis- 
sion on Church and Industry, (2)

Problems, (3) Commission on Church 
and Home. | 


What should the Church do te 
help Industrial Conditions: This is 
the question asked by people who 
are deeply convinced that the Church 
should take a strong line regarding 
industrial conditions. At the same 
time the same people are clearly 
puzzled as to what and how the church 
ean help. In order to think ‘the 


committee on Church and Industry, of 
which Rey. C. E. Patton is chairman, 
and a few others spent a day in June 
together in discussion and _ prayer. 
As a result the following purpose and 
functions of this commission were 
reached: First, the purpose of this 
commission is to assist the Church in 
China to bear witness in message and 
practice to Christian principles in 
Industrial life. Second, for the present 
the functions of the commission should 
be: (1) The promotion of an 
educational campaign with particular 
reference to theological students and 
pastors and other Christian leaders; 
(2) To secure demonstrations of the 
application of the Christian indus- 
trial principles by having the. staff 
render assistance when invited to local 
centers on some definite problem; (3) 
Study and Research; (4) To draw up 
detailed programs for local use, these 
programs to emphasize direct 
application by Christians of Christian 
principles to industrial conditions 
with which they are connected or for 
which they are directly responsible; 
(5). To act as a central clearing house 
on industrial questions. 


The work is already under way. A 
cable from Dame Adelaide Anderson, — 
the industrial expert from South 
Australia, reads as follows: “Coming 
China October.’’ This is in answer to 
the request sent by the N.C. C. in 
May asking her to prolong her stay in 
China on account of the industrial 
work. Probably Dame Anderson while 
here will be acting as advisor in the 
subject of legislation, and giving 
courses of lectures on legislation in 
certain universities, ete- x 


Home: The Commission on Church 
and Home is on the way to organiza- 
tion. Our hope is to discuss during 
the summer with as many people as 
possible, the scope and _ functions 
of this committee and the localities 
for experiments.
